The Blindoed Oficer Fires !wq- Bhotw

Sldney Pickens, the young scamp who
was fonod guilyy of burglary in the dls-
trict court this morning, made a desper-
ate effort Lo escape from Deputy Shoeriff
Dun Jonas as he was being taken to the
couaty jail, shortly before noon today.

dons! Don’t shoot!” Jones dido’t shoot,
but ufter the excitéement wus over and
the pepper begah to more forclibly get in
its work, he almost wished he had shot
ngain, a view inwhich his friends agreed
with him,

Pickens trembling in every limb from
excitoment was taken back to the county
jail. His chagrio was great and he eaid,
sullanly, “1f the pepper had done lis
work, | would bave dooe mine,”

Later he trled to square himssalf with
Jones and said:

“I bated to throw that stufl in your
face, [Dan, on the square 1 did”

“Whuat did you do it for, then Jones
demunded.

“Hacsuse 1 hud to.”

“No you dida’e"™

“Well, 1 wanted to gscape., T dido’t
got a fair shake at the triul.”~
